Largest faculty undergoes reorganization 



The Faculty of Arts and 
Science — largest in the Univer- 
sity — will be reorganized for 
the first time since 1939, it was 
announced today. 

Five separate divisions will 
be created within the Faculty, 
each division consisting of 
those departments whose sub- 
jects are intellectually related. 

This new method of organiz- 
ation will replace the "group 
system" which has been in op- 
eration for the past twenty-five 
years and which has not 
proved entirely satisfactory. 

The five new divisions are i 
Humanities, Social Sciences, 
Biological Sciences,' Physical 
Sciences and .the' School of 
Commerce. They include all de- 
partments and schools within 
the present Faculty; Some of 
these departments may over- 
lap two divisions but ind(vi--.^ 
dual students will adhere toV 
one division of their prefer- - 
ehce. 

The Faculty of Arts and Sci- 
ence is headed by Dean H. D. 
Woods. ' . ' 

Each division will be headed 
by one of the five newly-ap-. 
pointed vice-dedns. They are: 
Humanities Division — Profes- 
sor CD. Ellis, Department of°

The series Is named after the 
late Professor Kcitit Callard, a 
nifcmber of the University Depart- 
ment of Economics and Political 
Science, who died in 1061 wliilo 
conducting research ' in West 
Africa.

sity Senate. 

Freedom gained 

The essential advantage of 
this reorganization is the free- 
dom thus gained by the Faculty 
to confine its debates to larger 
issues. In the past, these major 
prjoblems had to be pushed 
'aside by the pressures of cur- 
ricular business. 

Ordinary curricular ques- 
tions w|ll be debated within 
the respective divisions and re- 
commendations .and sugges- 
tions referred to the Faculty 
Council. 

Another advantage of the 
new. system is the voice that it 
will give to junior staff mem- 



bers in the discussion of their 
curricular matters. 

While there ara some 415 
members of the full-time teach- 
ing staff in Arts and Science, 
the senior deliberative body 
comprises only the 196 full and 
associate professors and the 
several elected members of the 
junior staff. 

However, membership in 
any one of the new divisions 
will embrace all full-time staff, 
including professors' associate 
and assistant professors and 
lecturers who have had more 
than one year of academic 
service in the, i;aculty. Each 
member of the stdiFf will ad- 
here to one of the five divi- 
sions according to his personal 
preference. < 

Faculty growth 

The new system of govern- 
ment was proposed in response 
to the rapid growth of the Fa- 
culty. Student enrolment, and 
consequently staff size, have 
grown larger every year result- 
ing in increased pressure felt 
by the Faculty and the student 
body. 

During the 1963-64 term, 
4,785 students were enrolled 
in Arts and Science — close to

This was the essential paradox of the 
campaign, and^fj_^th«. peculiar vocabulary 
of American politlMp Senator Gbldwater 
campaigned as a "conservative" but his 
ideology was distinguished, not only for its 
extreme intellectual poverty, but for its fail- 
ure to appeal to any genuinely conservative 
emotion. The golden age to which Mr Gold- 
water looks bock, if it ever existed, has 
receded too for Into the past to strike a 
responsive chord among the voters. An ap- 
propriate touch was furnished by the news 
that the Republican presidential ticket was 
endorsed by Roy Rogers. In rejecting the 
man from ".18th Century Fox" the genuine 
conservatives voted for the status quo repre- 
sented by President Johnson. 

The inevitable question must be "Where 
do we go from here ?" This election has 
altered the political landscape beyond re- 
pair. -The disintegration of the once solidly 
Democratic South was noticeable four years 
ago, and has now been completed. That a 
Republican should win Mississippi's électoral 
votes by a margin of seven to one bespeaks 
the extent of the revolution. 

Out of this may come two porties more 
genuinely divided on ideological lines than 



An end and a beginning 

It's all over but the shouting, and we 
can relax for four years. Not that we ever 
had much doubt as to the outcome, for the 
Goldwater campaign was ill-starred from 
the beginning. The candidate who promised 
to provide à "choice" was reduced to mutter- 
ing mysterious nothings about vice and 
--scandal, and it seemed that \wery time he 
attempted to discuss a serious issue his sup- 
porters ended up wishing he didn't. Senator 
Goidv/ater's chances, such as' they were, 
were based on the fact he never dared to 
mention, the much-discussed "white back- 
lash".

If fear was a factor in this campaign. It' 
was fear of Barry Goldwater himself. There 
is no evidence that President Johnson as on 
individual, has captured the imagination of 
tSe American People. In both foreign and 
domestic policy, however, he represents the 
consensus in the United States, where his 
opponent offered a violent break with the 
s'atus quo, d policy of unmeasurable risks

In the field of foreign policy. President 
Johnson must soon face the facts in South

with allies whose conflcieriieei in themselves 
has increased, as their confidence in the 
United States has suffered from the events ■ 
of the last twelve months. In Moscow a new 
team has token over, opening a new period 
of uncertainty in the perennial cold war. 

In the end, however, one can only ex- 
press satisfaction at the results of today's 
vote. This was on election, like no other of 
our generation, in which the American peo- 
ple could "nobly save, or meanly lose, the 
lost best hope of earth" They have chosén 
to save it in voting for the tradition of 
pragmatic progress which alone entitlost 
them to the leadership they hove assumed 
In the world.

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Passive protest at La Macaza 



One day some years ago, Irving Layton 
and several other. Montreal literary types 
were picketing the Yugoslavian embassy 
with signs reading "Free Djilas". They 
undoubtedly got their message across to 
the Yugoslavians, but not to the dozens of 
passers-by who stopped them to ask where 
they could get theirs. 



The above anecdote is tnoit 
probably apocryphal, but It hai 
nevertheless become part of the 
folk-lore of Montreal. And It 
Illustrates, as well, the problem 
of communication wliich exists 
between protest groups and 
their publics. 

Recently a demonstration 
took place which, its organizers 
claim, impressed itself on both 
the public and the men in uni- 
form to whom the protest was 
directed — the La Macazd Pro- 
ject. 

There is on atomic missile 
. base at La Macaza, Quebec. 
The nuclear disarmament peo- 
ple want, quite simply, to get 
rid of it — to turn it into a càmp 
for underprivileged children if 
at oil possible — but in any 
case to get the Bomarcs and 
their warheads out of La Ma- 
caza. 

Overcoms 

The first overt move of civil 
disobedience in the project oc- 
curred on June 21 of this year 
when 150 peace vigilers, led 
by, Dan Daniels and André Car- 
dinal, gathered before the base 
entrance, sang "We shall over- 
come" and, when refused en- 
trance to the base, sal down on 
the road. 

But this action was neither 
spontaneous nor unexpected. 
The military authorities had 
been kept fully Informed as to 
plans to "quarantine" the base. 



and planning -for the project 
had been going on for two 
months previously. 

An active press campaign 
hod been mounted In conjunc- 
tion with the project, and train- 
ing for the sit-down had inclu- 
ded advice from American civil 
rights workers and extensive 
practice in the technique of 
non-violence. The latter could 
hardly be regarded as play- 
acting, as it involved taking 
passively the kicks or blows 
of one's fellow trainees. 

The first action of the cam- 
paign of this summer, lasting 
from June 13 to June 22, was 
called Opération St-Jean-Bop- 
tiste. Seventeen "vigilers" took 
part In the. actual sit-do\yn, 
which managed to block ths 
base to all traffic for 16 hours. 

After sixteen hours, how- 
ever, on RCAF bus appeared 
— at 7»10 am on June 22 — 
and the officer in charge re- 
quested permission to pass. On 
iieing refused by the demons- 
trators, he ordered the guards 
to remove them from the rood. 
This meant picking them Up 
and tossing them into the road- 
side ditches. This action was 
repeated another thirty times 
in the next two hours. 
No arrests 

Significantly, no arrests we- 
re made throughout the entire 
campaign, and several base 
personnel took part in the non-

denominational service held by 
the CD'ers at the end of the 
operation. To show that there' 
were no hard feelings,. or per- 
horps that they had been con- 
verted, a few servicemen then 
linked hands with demonstra- 
tors over the barbed wire for 
a final chorus of "We shall 
overcome". 

The next step in the project 
Is now in the planning stages i 
Freedom Summer 1965, which 
will Involve peace workers 
from all over Canada and the 
United States In the attempt to 
eliminate La- Macaza. Bring 
yoiir lunch.

This move was 
talcen In order that the University may restore its track facilities to 
full capacity for the 1965 school term. 

Griffiths stated yesterday that the track must be put back in its 
proper condition In order that BIcGill athletes may adequately trala 
In recent years, some of the track men have been forced to go out- 
side Molson Stadium to run. As well, McGill has been forced to em- 
ploy outside tracks to stage meets of its own. 

Also planned is a resurfacing of the track next year, with the 
possibility of cinders. The Athletics Department will step up its track 
and field program in '65 and will place a bid to host the 1065 OQAA 
meet. 

These, mqyes will jurely benefit track and field at McGill, which 
has fouiid'Iittle support In the past several years, although the team 
did turn in .an impressive fourth place finish in the recent OQAA 
meet staged at Western. 

Back to football: - 

Many'people knocked the Redmen football team after: last Sa- 
turday's disastrous, 2(M) loss to the Queen's Golden' Gaels. They said 
the Redmen lacked spirit, did not ti7, were not "up" for the ^ame. 
Others laiighed at the "I" offence that was introduced by the coach- 
ing staff this season. The truth is that the club was up for the game 
and wanted a win over the cocky Gaels more than anything else. 

Not one of these griping persons noticed that the Redmen de- 
fence turned in its best performance of the season, that any resem- 
blance to the starting and finishing offensive team was purely co- 
incidental, that the Gaels were so well versed in the Redmen offence 
that they anticipated every play, that the Redmen only possessed one 
offensive threat — Eric' Walter.

A 
Redmen win will dash these playoff hopes as the 'Slangs, must finish 
in second spot in order to gain entry to the playoff. Currently, the
